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ELECTRIFYING THE 
BEDROOM. 


N no part of the house can 
more useful than in the bedroom, yet 
comparatively few 8 make full use 

of the electrical possibilities in this part of 
the house. As far as the lighting arrange- 
ments are concerned, special attention needs 
to be paid to the placement and the suitability 
of the lights. Round the dressing table, espe- 
cially, there should be connecting plugs, so 
that it is possible to fix lights where they are 
needed, and also to connect the various elec- 
trical toilet devices that are such a boon. 

For general bedroom use a two-way lamp is 

excellent, for the room can be generally 

lighted when necessary, or by changing the 
switch a concentrated light can be directed 
on the bed for reading or other purposes.

inside all cupboards and wardrobes. ‘This can

FTEN I have heard a íond mother saying 
to her children: Now eat what's on 
your plates, dears, and don't waste it. 

I have never had the hardihood, however, to 
point out that the real waste would ensue if 
the children took such advice. It is the 
natural inclination of everybody to eat to re- 
pletion, and consequently if one finds that 
food is left on the plates, one can safely 
assume that the eater is satisfied. Under such 
circumstances, to eat more would be harmfal. 
Enough is as good as a feast, is an old saying, 
but I would like to alter it and say: A little 
less than enough is better than a feast. For 
the majority of people eat too much. Many 
people dig their graves with their teeth, writes 
Lord Riddell, and Hippocrates has advised 
that one should take meat, drink, and love ail 
in small quantities. A healthy plan to adopt 
is to rise from each meal before one’s appetite 
is fully appeased—to rise feeling that some- 
thing more could be eaten. In a short time, 
one feels satisfied without the heaviness ex- 
perienced from cating a little more than one 
should. 

A point that most women fail to realise is 
that worry and disturbing thoughts promote 
indigestion. The brain and the stomach are 
for ever reacting on each other, and excessive 
use of the former invariably affects the latter. 
Une should never indulge in annoying retro- 
spection.

$ RAPID DEVELOPMENT. 


Now that many farmers in the Irish Free 
State are turning their attention to the grow- 
ing of sugar beet, a brief outline of the his- 

of the industry and its development will 
be of interest. 

The discovery of sugar in beet was made 
by Professor Marggraf, of Berlin, who, in 
the year 1747, drew public attention to the 
importance of his — His pupil, 
Archard, established, in 1790, th 
sugar factory. in the world. By the end of 
the eighteenth century attempts had also 
been made to produce beet sugar in Austria, 
Huny..r¥, Russia and France. About the 

year 1810 Napoleon I., in his attempt to 

establish an embargo against England, encou- 
raged the manufacture of beet sugar in 
several European countries by means of enor- 
mous appropriations of money. Belgium, 
Denmark, Holland and Italy then entered the 
field, but with the fall of Napoleon most of 
the factories failed, with heavy losses. 
Sweden and the United States of America 
made no attempt at the industry until 1830, 
and Canada started only in 1881. The chief 
difficulties which’ confronted the industry in 
its early stages were the low content cf 
sugar in the beet of that period—6 to 8 per 


_cent.—and the inefficient processes then ava:!- 


able for the extraction and purification of the 
juice, | 
The patronage of Napoleon I. undoubtedly 
afforded a great impetus, but a more impor- 
tant factor in establishing the industry was 
the discovery of a process, between 1812 and 
1615, for the bleaching and purifying of 
sugar by means of animal charcoal. In the 
case of every country, however, the establish- 
ment of the industry was brought about by 
some measure of protection or governmental 
assistance. :

NOT SELF-' UPPORTING. 

The institution, founded for the sole bene- 
fit of railwaymen. deserved their most loyal 
support. Its usefulness depended in a large 
measure on that support. 

At present the Irish branch was not self- 
supporting, and it had to lean on the parent 
branch, which, now that they had a Free 
State, should not be. In recent years the in- 
stitution had lost many of its supporters from 
various causes, and it must have some re- 
eruits to carry oh its work. The Irish branch 
was started in 1891 by Mr. Tatlow. 

He appealed ‘to the trading public, as well 
as to the railwaymen, to 4 8 a deserving 
cause. Things were not right in the railway 
world, and they wanted all possible help to 
steer the ship into calmer waters. (Hear, 


hear.)

Burne), who appeared for John Connor, 
against whom an indictment is pending in 
connection with the murder, said that t 
case had been specially fixed for trial. for that 
day, and the bringing up of their witnesses 
had involved considerable expense. An appli- 
cation for an adjournment had already been 
refused by the Court, but now. it appeared 
that the prosecution were not ready to pro- 
ceed, and the prisoner had not even been 
brought down. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the only 
thing he could do was to adjourn the trial 
to the next sitting, which he accordingly did. 

Mr. W. H. Cox (instructed by Mr. J. V. 

Brady), who appeared for Conway, said that 
to re-try his client immediately after the 
abortive trial of the previous day was an 
unprecedented proceeding, and both his 
solicitor and he, himself, were burthened with 
a great responsibility, especially as they 
could not, of course, under the circumstances, 
have the advantage of the official notes of the 
evidence. He asked that the trial be post- 
poned.

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that the trial of 
Conway mist proceed. 
i Mr. Carrigan, K.C., opened the case for the 
State, reviewing the circumstances of the 
murder, which, he said, was as foul and 
cowardly as had ever stained the annals of 
the County Clare, If a jury failed to convict 
after hearing the evidence in such a case he 
could only say that murderers might as well 
have a free run in this country.

PROFESSOR HANNON’S 
LECTURE. 


The Rev. Professor John J. Hannon, S. J., 
resumed his course of lectures on The 
Eucharist as a Sacrament and a Sacrifice 
at University College, Dublin. 

Until the Reformation, he said, all 
Christiane whomuobt that the Mass was a true 
and rem sacrifice, not only of praise and 
thanksgiving, but also of propitiation in no 
way dervgatory to the sacrifice of Calvary, 
with 5 if ‘Was one, and of ‘which it 
dispensea the merits.

Reformation doctrine and the Evangelicals 
maintained the doctrine of the Reformers. 80

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

An applieation for a new trial of the action, 
by way of appeal, was made on behalf of the 
defendants in the case of Dixon v. Dublin 
United Tramways Company (1896), Ltd. The 
action was brought by Mrs. Margaret Dixon, 
of 1 Eaton square, 131 Co. Dublin, 
to recover damages, laid at £2,000, for per- 
sonal injuries alleged to have been sustained 
by her through the negligent driving and 
management of a tramcar on the evening of 
26th February, 1925, at Nelson Pillar, where 
she was standing beside the tram line await- 
ing a tramear to convey her to her residence. 


Symi The plaintiff, the wife of Mr. Joseph Dixon, 


solicitor, alleged that she was struck by a 
Dartry road car on the left shoulder, and that 
she was twisted round and fell on the ground. 
The defence was a traverse of the cause of 
action, a denial of negli , and an allega- 
tion of contributory negligence, and that the 
injuries complained of were the result of an 
inevitable accident. It was further alleged 
that, as the tram, proceeding southwards, 
approachéd the spot on which the plaintiff 
was standing, the driver sounded his gong, 
and the plaintiff, hearing the gong, moved 
farther away from the track, and in so — 
slipped on to her knees and thus inju 
herself. 

It was stated that the plaintiff, her husband 
and her niece left Clery’s urant in 
O'Connell place to take a tram to Monkstown 
that evening, and that the plaintiff crossed 
over in the direction of the tram line, where 
the accident occurred, her husband and niece 
following her in the same direction. The 
plaintiff had her right knee joint injured, and 
she suffered greatly from shock. 

The action was tried before Mr. Justice 
Sullivan and a city special jury on the 10th 
December last, when the jury found that the 
driver of the tramcar was guilty of negligence 
and assessed damages at £400, for which 
judgment was ee: 

In support of the appeal it was submitted 
that there was no evidence to sustain the 
findings oí the jury, and that the verdict and 
* should be set aside. 

Mr. Lynch, X. C., Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, 
K. C., and Mr. J. J. Mooney (instructed by 
Messrs. Casey, Clay and Collins) appeared for 
the té 236 and defendants; and Mr. 
Wood, K.C., Mr. Shannon, K.C., and Mr. 
L. C. O'Doherty (instructed by Mr. Peter M.

OBITUARY. 
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MR. W. E. M‘CLELLAND, 


The Egyptian Gazette announces the death 
at Cairo on Saturday, January 20, of Mr, 
William Erskine M‘Clelland, of the Ministry 
of Education. Educated at St. Andrew's 
College, Dublin, Mr. ..‘Clelland early showed 
marked promise. In Trinity College, Dublin, 
he was first Senior Moderator (in Modern 
Literature) in the degree examinations of 
1912.

(Irish) Division, with whom he landed at 
Suvla Bay, Gallipoli, being wounded shortly 
after landing. He rejoined his battalion at 
Salonica, where an attack of malaria under- 
ned his health. From Salonica he sent to 
Punch a notable series of articles entitled 
Letters from Macedonia. 

In 1919 Mr. M Clelland joined the staff of 
the Residency, Cairo, and afterwards he en- 
tered the Ministry of Education, wher» he 
had a fine record of service. At the time 
of his death, from a sudden heart failare, he 
had just been transferred from Alexandria to 
the Higher Training College, Cairo. Mr. 
M‘Clelland was buried in Cairo.
